For the Cash show, taped last 
Thursday in Nashville, Tenn., 

Seeger sang “Worried Man's 
Blues” and another song about, 
the plight of the American In- 
dians-in the 1830s.. There \yere no 
songs of social protests or po- 
litical beliefs. ' / 

Cash had . wanted to present 
Seeger on his show last' summer, 
but ABC refused permission, ac- 
cording to Cash. In a personality 
piece about the countrymusic sin- 
ger published .in 'The New Yox*k 
Sunday News on Feb. 1, Cash was 
quoted assaying: “I wanted Pete 
on my program, and still don’t 
understand why they ; didn't* per- 
mit it.” 

Stan Jacobson, a co-producer of 
the Cash Show, said yesterday 
there was “never any problem” in 
booking Seeger ' this season. 

Even so, the ABC' announcement 
about Seegei*'s appearance re- 
ferred to him as “controversial.” 

“The controversial folk 
scholar,” said a paragraph in the 
press release, “once was given a 
pi'ison sentence (later rescinded) 
because he cited the First Amend- 
ment which guarantees freedom 
of speech and* association rather 
than to discuss his political 
beliefs.” * 

In 1955 Seeger refused to

On May 28, 1943, this Agent, interviewed Miss Dorcas Bishop, Librarian, ( 

Harvard Graduate School of Education, .Cambridge, Mass. , regarding Subject* ; 

Bishop stated that Subject was employed on a part time basis for about J 

six months from September, 1943 while he was a sophomore at Harvard College* j

After stating that Subject's work was entirely satisfactory. Bishop 
stated that he was 'modern* in his political ideas. When asked to expand 
on this point. Bishop said that Subject seemed to have radical ideas, with 
a strong leaning toward Communism,- She continued by saying that Subject 
was strong-willed and highly opinionated in his views. Subject's brother, 

John Seeger, who was also at this time a student employee at the same 
library, had expressed concern. Bishop said, over the fact that the so- 
called progressive school which Subject had attended had not done him any 
good. Bishop stated that in this statement and others similar to it, John 
seemed to show dissatisfaction with Subject’s liberal, progressive politi- 
cal ideas* 

Bishop concluded by saying that in March of April, 1.938, she heard i 

that Subject had withdrawn from the college and that he was living 'on his 
own' in Boston. She added that she knew nothing of Subject's extra-curri- i 
cular activities or c£ his acquaintances.

1, 1943, this Agent interviewed I. W.. Guthrie, 
74 Gharles Street, lev? -York, S. i..., friend of Subject and formerly a fallow- 


Guthrie .©aid that he had. first set- Subject ia the summer 
of 1941 and he knew that Subject had jest left Harvard., but m did not know the ■ 
reason. Botfais, Subject and Guthrie,, had joined the llaaaae Singers, which eras' 
a group of -musicians who wrote and sang hillbilly songs and ballads for audience©' 
wherever they, could be found, lost of- the group’s engagements wore in tfiiiPn'fealTs 
and at Union outings, Guthrie would-' not state how the Almanacs' ease into, being; 
and- he indicated that 'he did not know the whereabouts, of any of the former members... 
.As far as Guthrie knows, -'the remaining Almanac ''flayers are tow in Detroit, Michigan-. 


According to Guthrie., the* Subject was x the best musician In . 
the group and ms the one -who wrote, post of 'the'c^igiW lyrics for their, ballads, 
nothing 'was known of the Subject’s parents -beyond the fact that the father -.lived-, 
in Washington, B. C.-, and had been married ©gain, and the- mother lived in f lorida.. 
Alt of the members of the family wore accompli shod ausicicma and the .-Subject, had- 
learned all he had- about music fro® - association with Ms parents and., brot-aers .' * 
Guthrie did not 'know anything about' these 'brothers, althe\%h\he. -thought, there was 
one named John and one named Charles .and tooth were older ; than' the -Subject,'- . 

Since leaving Harvard, the Subject .had had ho* .permanent 
address, -as his employment with the .Almanacs had carried Mm through- forty-fivo ; • 
states is the United States and -their quarters were always chosen' ffos' opportunities 
at hand. - This -meant that the group had -slept, on -freight trains, • under bridges, in 
churches, and -so forth.. Guthrie said- the Subject had been fond- -.Of was ip and folk 
dancing and. that he liked- sports,. -swiming in -particular. Guthrie did not know 

of any organisations to which the Subject had belonged. - ■

. . - Guthrie • said that the Subject had been greatly interested - 

in American folklore -and had, always been . interested in people and wha t they were-' . t 
doing,.' The -Subject had a great deal of energy and -was. brilliant, but’ he was 'hard, 
to understand. ' -Guthrie attributed- this- to the fact- that the Subject always-wanted 
to se© things done- in a more .efficient and better way. than they wore being done.

In addition, the Subject loved good organization and was always active in trying 
to make group endeavors work more smoothly. Guthrie would not name any of 

the groups, -but said he -referred to many kinds of outings or meetings in which 
people assembled at large gatherings,. 


The Subject was progressive la hie outlook and had liberal 
views, maintaining that mm bad the right to organize and bargain 'collectively. 

In addition , Athe Subject mas very much in favor of labor unions and most of the 
Almanacs * bookings were by .such unions. According to Guthrie, the Subject’s 
present politics are Rational Unity. Guthrie emphasised that the Subject is not 
an over thrower, but. he is out to win the war, fthat the Subject wants .personally;, 
is to do Hitler the most damage possible. Guthrie said he had just rCcieved a letter 
stating that the Subject was extremely anxious to be sent on active service and 
that he could not understand why he was being- held inactive in -ah enasaighed group* 


Referring to Toshi Ohta, Guthrie said that -the girl was the 
Subject’s fiancee and that she had met the Subject shortly before his entrance 
into the- Army of the United States. Guthrie professed to know little about 
Toshi Ohta, but said she- had ones been an artist's model and that she ardently 
hoped for the defeat of the Japanese because of their military aggression* Her : 
father had been ousted from Japan because of his political activities there. 


In conclusion, Guthrie stated that he thought the Stfbjeet 
could be trusted In a position of responsibility and that because of the Subject’s 
brilliant mind, it would be a wise thing to utilize the Subject’s talents . 

AGEIST’S ROTEs 


This Agent observed hanging on Guthrie's mil, a .large 
guitar an which there appeared the inscription, ’’This machine kills Fascists.” 

It is. this Agent's opinion that this bears, out the belief that the -Almanac ' Players' 
were active singing Communist songs, ami spreading propaganda,. * 

It is this Agent’s opinion that Guthrie was truthful an far 
as he. went , but that he knew a great deal more about the Subject’s politics and' 
activities than h© admitted." Subsequent'.: investigation indicated that h® had lived 
with the Subject for some tia© and. probably knew 'him very. well*. (S3&0 <*- )

Downing Street, Sew York, Jf. 7., former landlady of the Subject for about two

Srs . ISangion© said that the Subject had leased an apartment 
In the basement about the middle of May, 1942, ostensibly for the use. of the on© 
person. However, the next day, a fellow named Guthrie appeared 'and although the 
Subject said he was only Visiting, Guthrie .established himself permanently with 
the Subject. A few days later, a girl turned up who also lived with the other 
two. Shea Mrs. iangicne, remonstrated, she had been told that the new arrival was 
& sister ©f on© of the boys} however, she believes that the girl’s name was BoMinson, 
Mrs * Mangier e ' remembered the girl of slightly Japanese appearance who use to visit 
the hoys. la addition to the persons enumerated above, there were other young' 
men who fr@qusn.t3y called and according to firs. Mangicne, the group was such too 
noisy most of the- tiros.' She •characterised the® as a disreputable crowd, acne of 
the members of which ever looked neat or clean-cut. Host of them nor® lumber 
jackets and blue denim trousers and- frequently appeared, carrying guitars and other 
musical instruments . In-July, 1942* the occupants departed and th® Subject had 
said ho was. about to enter th© Army. They had left owin^ Mrs. ?f .-region© one-half, 
month's rent and the gas company had later appeared trying to collect an unpaid 
bill for |4«00. Mrs. Mansion© stated that although, she did not know-the occupants

On Hay 3, 1943 $ this Agent interviewed Bernard Schulte, 

430 Sixth Avenue, $©w fork, I. T«, owner of the building where the Almanacs 
formerly had their headquarters* ; 

Schults said about Say, 1942, a girl named Bessie t&mx 
had appeared and. had signed' the lease for on© year, for a five-room apartment in 
the rear of the quarters &t the above address * Although it was/ understood that 
two persons were to occupy the quarter® , Schults said that most of the time there . 
were five or six, men occupying the place end also an indeterminate number of women. 

Schulth said that the crowd ted been a noisy and troublesome 
crowd arid ho considered the members individually to bo a disreputable, no account 
type of individual. He believed that there had been several 0telhem/.ans in’ the 
group. ' ' . 

The crowd had often been heard playing and singing musical 
selections and he understood that they per© ’mown as the Almanac. Players' who secured 
their bookings through the International Workers Order.* Schults remembered the 
'Subject who*h© considered to be the loader of the group* but Sohelts thought him 
to be just d© erratic as' the other members and thought that he flood out' only, 
because he had. had more education . It was the Subject who wrote the lyrics or 
■ the ballads which the Almanac Players presented , , 

. ' Although the group paid its rent while it .was in residence, ■ 
the members had departed about December, 1942, and Schults stated t tet he «s glad 
to see the® g© in spite of. the fact that they had broken their lease-. 

dSEHT‘3 HOIEt ' • ' ' 

The quarters described, above consisted of two 'rooms designed • 
as residential quarters in the rear of a dilapidated and virtually deserted office 
building. This Agent interviewed the other occupant, Benjamin Xenach, who said 
ho knew nothing of the Almanacs, but that this Agent could secure more information 
by calling the Education Department of the International Workers' Order#

The decision wiped but sentences of 10 years in the penitentiary 
and five thousand dollar fines assessed against the trio on charges that 
they were guilty of criminal syndicalism by belonging to the Communist 
Party. 


The defendants were Allan Shaw* who was Oklahoma City secretary of 
the party; Mrs. Ina Wood, wife of Robert Wood who was state secretary 
of the party* and Ell Jaffe* who was a young party worker and lately 
in newspaper work in New York. , i 

Wood's conviction and similar sentence is also before the appellate 
court for review* 


The main opinion of 57 pages written by Presiding Judge Dick Jones 
found no competent evidence to show the party sought change by force 
and violence* end no proof that the defendants or the party advocate 
, principles stated in a vast number of books admitted in the trial.
